JOHNSON SPRINGS 

New Wrinkles On Republicans 
Kentuckian Shows His Class 
As Legislator Of Force 
And Skill. 



Washington, March Id.— The House 
of Representatives is realizingthe fact 
that in Representative Ben Johnson 
of Kentucky, the House has acquired : 
legislator of force and skill. Mr 
Johnson displayed all of the qualitie 
of a shrewd aud resourceful general it 
his fight recently on several of thi 
bills brought into the House by the 
District of Columbia Committee. 

Mr. Johnson was "on the job" all 
day and as an objector who showed 
that he knows how to fight, he made a 
great hit. He received numerous 
congratulations on his success and 
the Washington morning papers pay 
high compliments. The Washing- 
ton Post says: 

Representative Johnson, of Ken- 
tucky, played the part of chief objector 
during the entire six hours of the 
session. He started the trouble that 
rsulted in two roll calls and created a 
parliamentary tangle that brought a 
worried look to even the placid coun- 
tenance of Asher Hinds, the adviser 
in chief of the presiding officer, on all 
disturbing questions of procedure." 

The Post, in further describing the 
pandemonium precipitated in the 
Republican camp by Mr. Johnson says: 
There was a scurrying from 
ridor and cloak room to the succor 
of Chairman Smith, of the committee, 
but Democrats, evidently determined, 
to back Mr. Johnson at the call for a 
vote, showed both a superior strength 
of numbers and a greater vigor of 
voice. Query and counter query crossed 
the chamber and Parliamentarian 
Hinds was condensing a day's work 
into a quarter of an hour."— Louis 
Ludlow in Louisville Post.

CLOSING DAYS ARE STRENUOUS 



Pruning r-iuck Applied to a Number 
of Appropriation Bills and Others 
Slaughtered— Governor Willson Is- 
sues Interesting Labor Day Proc- 
lamation—Hundred Bills In the 
Chief Executive's Hands.

Krankfo-t. Kr. — (Special.) After be- 
1ns twice defeated In the sen ate, the 
bill providing for an issue of bonds by 
the state to the extent of jr.OO.OOO 
paesed that body by a vote of '11 
Whether the bill will pass the house 
om not is another question, but the 
Impression exists that at the last 
minute the measure will be adopted by 
the house In order to keep down any 
Chance of the extra session Which 
was threatened by Governor Willson. 
The Interest-bearing warrant bill has 
already become a law. and this, with 
the reapportionment of the state tax 
funds, will put the state treasury in 
good shape by this tall If the bonds 
are authorized. 

The closing days of a legislative 
■esslon are always most strenuous. 
e8pecially to the few men on th« ml. - 
committees of each body and to the 
clerks. The rules commitetea have 
complete control of all legislation dur- 
lng the last 10 or 15 days, and no bill 
can be calltd up without their perm In 
alon. As a consequence the members 
of these committees are besieged and 
buttonholed from morning till night 
by members who urge them to brinn 
up their pet bills. It Is mighty nice 
from one standpoint to be on the 
rules committee, that is, you have the 
power to call up your own bill, but It 
Is a most onerous task to listen to 
the pleadings of the others for U» 
days and the bent part of 10 til:,!.

REPORT OF TAX COMMISSION 

TO GOVERNOR OF KENTUCKY 



Continued in next issue. 
BINDS US TO A DISCREDITED PLAN. 

The present Constitution of the State, in which VMS embodied 
the general property tax system l>y the provisions of Section 171 of 
the Constitution, has now been in force for eighteen years. The 
growth of the State has been seriously hampered by the operation of 
this tax system. At the very time that we were fastening ourselves 
to this system, othor states were abandoning it. It has now been 
wholly abandoned in thirteen StHtes and has been, or is being, modi- 
lied in others, so that Kentucky now finds itself in a position of im- 
posing upon its properly owners and its business interests a burden of 
taxation which puts its people at a serious disadvantage in competi- 
tion with people of other States, where the tax burden is more wisely 
distributed and is, therefore, less heavy. This is an age of sharp 
competition. It is a time of swift economic changes. Our position 
in this mutter is analogous to that of a man engaged in business, who 
announces tlmt he proposes for an indefinite length Of time in the fu- 
ture to adhere to a certain line of policy, regardless of whatever 
changes may come about in prices, in competition, in transportation 
facilil ies, or in any other matter affecting the conduct of his business. 
Such a man would speedily fad himself left high and dry by changes 
in eoofiomic conditions. We have attempted the same thing in our 
tax system. We have adopted a policy tlmt prevents our Legislature 
from amending our tax laws from time to time in order to lake ad 
vantage of changing economic conditions. 

'The general property tax system was admirably suited to the 
simple forms of property that were in existence in the curly days of 
our country. Property then was in the form of real estate or visible 
personalty and was usually under individual ownership. With the 
development of the country there came into existence new forms of 
property wholly unknown to those who framed our early tax laws. 
The early tax system is not adapted to the business of deriving reve- 
nue from these new forms of property tinder all the changed condi- 
tions as to competition l>etween communities.

These are bttt illustrations of the infinite ya rations in the < ■hurac- 
ter of the property that must be considered in levying taxes so that 
they will be not only just as to rate and sound M to public policy, 
but also collectible. We hare attempted to treat things that are es- 
sentiully unlike after the same fashion. Our eighteen years' of ex- 
perience with it has demonstrated the failure of the system. 

FAILS TO PRODUCE REVENUE. 

Not only does it lead to evasion and perjury; not. only docs it 
cause an unfair proportion of the burden to fall upon real estate, live- 
si oik and other visible personal property, while other classes of prop- 
erly virtually escape taxation, but it fails to yield the necessary public 
revenues. Men will not submit to a tax rate which they consider 
unfair. When the tax rate becomes so high that undervaluation be- 
gins, an increase in the tax Vale doos not proportionately increase the 
revenue. No system of assessment or equalization and penalties has 
ever been devised by any government that will compel men to list 
their property for taxation when the taxes would take so large a 
part of the income from their property as to amount to confiscation. 

Our present tax laws in Kentucky are fairly well enforced. We 
have succeeded much better than many States in the matter of assess, 
meats, but we have not devised, nor has any State been able to devise, 
any plan that has been able to bring out the millions of dollars of 
personal property fur assessment under the general property tax sys- 
tem. To reach this property it is necessary to adopt different meth- 
ods, which are not possible under our Constitution as it now read-. 
It is impossible to raise in many counties of the State under the 
ysteiu the sums needed for public improvements. The 
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purposes, because the constitutional tax limit has been 
nearly approached, that there is not left a margin iuf. 
de for the interest and sinking fund required by a bond 
pt to remedy the situation by raising the assessment 
heavy burden more unbearable, and drives into con- 
cealment those classes of property that can be hidden, and leaves upon 
real estate and visible personal property a still heavier share of the 
public burden. 

The State has shown some inclination in recent years to develop 
special sources of revenue by various forms of corporation taxes, 
license taxes, etc. This is a field that could bo most successfully 
worked for State revenue, if the revenue system as a whole were so 
adjusted as to leave certain classes of property free for taxation by 
the State alone, and certain other classes of property free for tax- 
ation for local purposes alone. A number of very prosperous and 
well governed States raise their entire revenue from special taxes, 
levying no direct tax whatever upon real estate or visible personal 
property for State purposes. Wo believe such a system could be de- 
veloped successfully in Kentucky. New York collects no direct tax 
whatever for State purposes. Pennsylvania collects no direct tax on 
real estate for State purposes, and only a light tax on Intangible per- 
sonality, three-fourths of which is returned to the counties and towns. 
Ohio collects only a light State tax on realty for educational pur- 
poses. The effect of this system in Pennsylvania has been to wake 
the total tax on farms average about one-fourth the total tax on such 
property in Kentucky, and on city real estate about one-half.

We have learned from family and 
church history that sometime in 1S30 a 
few men and women living in Clover- 
port, surrounded hv all the comforts 
and pleasures that were required at 
that time to make people contented 
and happy, realized that the one thing 
needf.il was lacking, a house in which 
to assemble themselves and little one's 
on the holy Sabbath to worship the true 
and living God.

Not many in Cloverport 
but remember the efficient service of 
the Rev. Donald M. Grant, who work- 
ed so zealously for the completion of 
this church. At the time of this de- 
structive fire the Rev. J. E. Blair, of 
Oregon, was here as pastor. The fol- 
lowing Sunday afternoon he called the 
members together at the Baptist church 
and by a unanimous vote it was decid- 
ed to rebuild the church. We hail only 
$1000 insurance and owed |350. 
RISE UP FROM ASHES. 

Work was begun with very little re- 
source in view. We shall ever be 
grateful to the churches of the Louis- 
ville Presbytery for responding so readi- 
ly to our call for help and to the ladies 
of the Presbyterian Socities from whom 
we received unasked for a check for 
money a few days after the fire. Work 
was begun with the delays that usually 
attend such an undertaking. 

CHURCH NAMED. 

In the year MM during the visit of 
Dr. and Mrs. Donald McDonald, the 
church received the name of Lucile 
Memorial in memory of Mrs. McDon- 
ald's deceased daughter. After the re- 
signation of Mr. Blair the Rev. T. L. 
Walton took charge of the church and 
remained until called to a larger field. 
He was followed by Rev. T. C. Kerr, 
who remained until I9O6. During his 
ministry Wilbur Hamman brought his 
letter from Rushville to this church, 
this being his home. Mr. Hamman is 
now at Marysville, Tenn., preparing 
tor the ministry. It is enough to say 
we bespeak for Mr. Hamman all that is 
claimed for a Presbyterian minister.

Our church has been complet- 
ed without one cent of indebtedness.
